You keep Fobn't;Fames, Matthew's, 
Luke's, and Andrews Dayes ; Mark's, Bartholomew's, and 
Stephen's; you keep thoſe Dayes for them in ſports, paſtimeg, 
playes, and drunkenneſs; and this is like Sodow, who raged 
again the juſt Lot : And ſo yau that live wantonly upon the Earth, 
and in pleaſures, and keeping Saints Dayes, you kill the Juſt, eat 
and drink,and riſe upto play ; ſo in this, you deny the Jag! that 
kills him ; ia this you deny the Apoftles Lives and Spirits ; and 
then when you have done, you obſerve their Dayes: And you 
obſerve Childermas Day, Rachels Children which ſuffered : 'You, 
who are the Children of the Boxd-woman, obſerve it in pleaſures, 
not in the ſenſe of the ſufferings of the holy, dear, godly Apofiles, 
who were faithful and juſt, who forbad the-obſerving of Dayes in 
their time, «nd did not ſet np theit own Dayes to be obſerved, 
nor of Chrifts, nor none of the Saints ; you obſerve Chriſts Day- - 
with Pleaſures, and Cards, and bad Sports, and Drunkenneſs,and 
Idleneſs, who are in the works of Darkneſs, that kills the Juſt ; 
but you do not obſerve the Day of Chriſt which Abraham ſaw, for 
you hate the Light, and ſo cannot ſee bis Day,tone of you that ob 
ſerve Dayes. You obſerve Mary Magdalen: Day, who waſhed 
Cwiſts Feet, and are petſecuting him in his Members. You oh. 
ſerve Marys Day, the Mother of Jeſus; and as I ſaid before, 
perſecute them herein he is brought forth, and cannot abide to: 
hear talk of Chriſt within, which the Apoftles preached ; ſo the 
Spirit of the Prophets, Chriſt, and the Saints, is without you in 
the Scripture (as you ſay) and = have it not; in the mean while

the Day of Chriſt, which all the Apoſtles and Saints were come 
to Which Abrabaw ſaw ; end there is none upon the Earth char 
dbſerves Chiiſts Day, and the Apoſtles and Saints Day, and the 
holy Womens Day, but ſuch as obſerve the Light, and that brings 


and sladneſs was in the Day of Chriſt Jeſus bur your joy and 
ladneſs is in the fleſh; in cutwardly obſerving the Apoſtles, 
and Saints, and Chriſts Birth and Suffering Dayes, with that Spi- 
Titthat made them to Suffer, in that Rtands your joy and oladneſg, 
who cannot abide to hear your outward obſerving of Dayes cried 
a24inft, which you have ſet up fince you have loſt the Light, and 
Life, and Power that Chriſt and the Apoſtles were in, who did not 
obſerve your Dayes.

is, your Maſs for your Lambs, your Maſs for your Candles, your 
Maſs for Children, your Maſs for Michael the Archangel ; all 
this is contrary.to the Apoſtles and the Primitive Chriftians, who 
did not obſerve ſuch things, but declared againſt the Jews obſer- 
ving of Dayes, and the Hezthens alſo ; and did not ſet up Dayes 
among themſelves to be obſerved, nor for others, and perſecute 
fuch that would not obſerve with them, but declared againſt them 
25 many have done ſince the Apoſtles dayes. So for all the outward

Shows is aRed by thar fle(bly Birth that perſecuted th: Birth born 
of the Spirit, on thoſe Dayes ſet apart to be obſerved, let, looſe 
both young and old, whereby the Lord God is much diſhonoured; 
and therefore come out of all that obſerving of Dayey, and ob 
ſerve the Day of Chiiſt that Abrabaw ſaw, and there is the true 
Joy and Rejoycivg of the Second Buth, . 


The P:ezching of the Croſs of Chriſt, which is the Powver of 
God, was fooliſhneſs in the Apoſtles dayes to the wiſe Greeks 
and Profeflors; And now to all you Papiſis and Proteſtants, Is 
not the Preaching of the Croſs of Chriſt, which is the Power of 
God, fooliſhneſs to you all that have ſer up your Wooden, Iron, 
Braſs, Silver, and Stone Crofles, fince the Apoſtles dayes, and 
fince you have loſt the Power of God; ſo the Preaching up of 
the Croſs of Chriſt, which is the Power of God, which Cicſs: 
of Chriſt,. the Power of God, was Pieached up inthe Apoſtles 
dayes; Now. if this be fooliſhneſs to you, then your Preaching 
up of Stone, Iron, Braſs, and Wooden Crofles, &c., is your 
Wiſdom and not Fooliſhneſs ;. and the Preaching up of the Croſs 
of Chiiſt, the Power. c& God, is Fooliſhneſs to you, and not 
Wiſdom. 

Ie is clear ir-the Scriptures of the New Teſtament, That Chriſt 
is the Head of the Church ; And the Apoſtle ſaith, That Chrift 
% the Head of the Church; and none of the Apoſtles did take that 
Headſhip upon themſelves ; but in all the Scriptures of the New: 
Teſtament, they gave that Honour to Chriſt, the Headſhip of bis: 
Church ; and ſo never wes any of the Apoſtles; Saints, or Primi» 
tive Chtiſtians called the Head of the Church: And therefore it 
is clear, That the Pope, that calls himſelf Head of his Papifts, 
and Slaves, and Vaſſals, has.got up ſince the Apoſtles dayes, and: 
is jadged by Chriſt, who ſaid. T hey ſhould not exerciſe Lordſhip one 
over another as the Gentiles did : And ſoitsclear, That the Pope is: 
as one of the Gentiles, called Gracious Lords, exercifing Autho- 
tity over his fellow Creatures, and is no true Chriſtian, but bath 
thrown away the Command of Chriſt Jeſus, and by it is judged.. 
No look upon ſome Scriptutes, as follow, in the New Teſta- 

ment,, 


ment, Eph. r.22. ſpeaking of Chrift, how that be 5s aſcended far 
above all Prixcipaluties, Thrones, Powers, Might, and Dominions, 
and evgry Name that is named, not only in this World, but alſo tu 
that which is to come ; ( Mark People, His Name is above the 
Pope) and hath put down all things under his feet, and gave bim to 
be the Head over his Church, which is hu Body, ' the Fulneſs of bins 
that filleth all things. So Chriſt, it 18 clear, is the Head of his 
Church; So if Chriſt has a Church or Congregation upon the 
Earth, he isthe Head of it, and not the Pope. Now if you ſay, 
Chriſt has no Church nor Congregation upon the Earth, and that 
he is Head of®none, but the Pope is Head ; this is clear, as you 
ſay theo, that the Pope is the Whore, and the Beaſt that roſe out 
of the Earth, that the Nations have drunk of ker Cup of Fornica- 
tion, who muſt drink the Cup of the fierceneſs of the Wrath of 
God Almighty before it is purged out again : But it's clear, The 
Apofiles and Saints in the Primitive times, while they were upon 
the Earth, were called the Church, and Congregation, and Body 
of Chriſt, which he was Head of, and-did acknowledge him ſo to 
be when they were upon the Earth, and not Peter, nor Paul, nor 
none of the Apoſiles; And this was many hundred years before 
the Univerſal Pope got to be Head of his counterfeit Church:And 
it's clear again, Chriſt hath a People upon the Earth, and had a 
People fince the Apoſtles Day to this day, that hath-acknow- 
ledged Chriſt the Head of the Church, that has Suffered by Hege 
thens, and Papiſts, and ſome Proteſtants, as the Chronicles and 
Bcok of Martyrs do teſtifie : And alſo the Apoſtle ſaith, Epb.4q., 
15, where he ſpeaketh to the Church, That they were to ſprak.the 
Truth in Love, and grow up in Chrift in all things, which ts the Head 
of the Church. And now People, Is it not clear, that theſe Saints 
lived upon the Earth, who were to grow up in Chriſt the Head of 
the Church ; neither Peter, nor none of the Apoſtles, takes that 
honour to themſelves, as Head of the Church ; Neither did the 
Apoltle ſay that the Saints were to grow up in him their Head,nor 
in Peter their Head, nor in the Pope the Head of the Church ; 
but in'Chrit. And ſo it's Clear here, the Pepe has taken that ho» 
nour to himſelf, and his own head, Which -none of the Apoſiles 
did, but gave it unto Chiilt ; And (@ the Thief the Pope is found 
| out, 
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out, and he is proved to be a S\ and a robber of Chriſt of 
his Honour, taking that Headſhip to himſelf that belongs to 
Chriſt ; and that Honour to his own Head, which belongs to 
Chriſts Head; and ſo this Thief, and Robber of Chiift of his 
Honour, is judged by Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, and all his Saints 
and Martyrs. And again, the Apoſile ſaith, Chrift # the Head 
of every Man, yea, and the Head of all thibgs 3, and {ſo is not the 
Pope. And the Apoſtle ſaith, to the Quarch of the Coloſſians, 
That Chrift i the Head of the Church, hisBody ; and he was before 
all things, and by him all things conſiſts ; who s the beginning, the 
firit-born from the Dead, that in allthings be might have the prebe- 
wintnce. Mark People, the Prebeminence, Now tnce the Apoſiles 
dayes, the Pope is perch'd up as Head, and he would take the 
- Preheminence to himſelf, and rob Chriſt of his honour : For, 
theſe Coloſſians & Apoſtles were upon the Earth when they did ac- 
knowledge Chriſt to be the Head of the Church, which was many 
hundred .years before the Papiſts Univerſal Pope got up ; and 
thoſe that did witneſs all along, fince the Apoſtles dayes, That 
Chriſt was the Head of the Church upon the Earth, and denyed 
the Pope to be any Head of the Church, thoſe the Pope mur- 
thered, if he could get them into his Clutches, And ſo itis 
, clear, Chriſt is the Head of all that be of his Church, and he 
hath the Preheminence in all things, and they do grow up in 
him who is their Head; And the Papifts grow up in the Pope, 
who is their counterfeit Head, of. Perſecutors ; and they give 
him the Preheminence ; and ſo both he and they are Robbers 
of Chriſt of his honour, who gives their honour to the Beaſt, 
and receives his Mark in their Hand and Forehead, that is, his 
Brand ( ſo People take notice of bis Brand) is eaſily ſeen, that 
they have the Mark cf a Thief that robs Chrift of bis honour : 
Col. 2, 19+ The Apoſtle there ſaw ſome in his dayes, That were 
1» 4 voluntary bunulity, and worſhipping of Angels, intruding into 
thoſe things which they bad not ſeen ; vainly puft up by their fleſhly 
mind, not holding the Head ; Now ( mark People F theſe tne A- 
poltle ſaw were upon the Earth, that did »ot hoid the Head (which 
was Chriſt) from which all the Body (which is the Church) by joynts 


ez4 bands, have nour:{hment miniftred, km together, encreaſeth with

the 'excreaſe of God. And now (mark People) is not this the Pope 
and his Company? Look on his Brand, the Beaſts Mark, which 
he" is branded withal ; Are they not in the worſhipping of An- 
gels, and a voluntary humility ? are they not intiuced into thoſe 
things they never ſaw? And are not thePapiſts and the Po 
their Head, vainly puft up 1n efleſhly-mind, -and now be will 
the Head of them? Of tuch as worſhip Angels; be the Head 
of ſuch as obſerve Dayes, which the Apoſtles ſaid were be- 
witched ; the Head of ſuch as forbid Meats, and Drinks, and 
Muriieges,which the Apoſtle calls Do&rine of Devils ;. and the 
Head of ſuch that be in a voluntery bumilicy, by which be would 
beguile People» And ſo ſec, People, if the Head and the Tayl 
be not judged by the Apoſiles, look on his Brand, on his Mark ; 
So the Pope, nor his Church, cannot receive nouriſbment from 
Chriſt the Head, that doth not hold bim their Head: $o it's 
clear, People, They bave got up another Head, « falſe counter- 
feic Head, fince the Apoftles dayess And it's clear alſo to the 
Church of the Epheſians, That Chrift u the. Head of bus Church, 
and the Saviour of the Body ; and every one witneſſing him to bethe 
Saviour of the Body, witneſſes bim to be the Head of the { barch ; 
and not the Pope to be the Saviour of the Body, nor the Head 
of the Church; but the Deftroyer of the Bodies and Souls of 
People: For, how many beth he deflroyed within this thonſand 
years, fince he got up and took that upon himſelf, which veither 
Chriſt nor the Apoſtles gave him. The Apoſtles ſay, That there 
5s no Salvation by any other Name, but by the Nawe of Teſwa Chrit ;; 
And the Pope ( who is Head of bis Papiſts) ſaith, They can 
forgive Sin and Pardon, to wit, bis Jeſuits, Prieſts, and Friars. 
People, Don't you take natice, here is the Beaſt with hig many 
Names ? here is clear the many Antichrifts ? For Chriſt and God 
is One, and his Name is One, and all his grue Church he is 
Head of, have their Fathers Mark in their Forehead ; and all 
the counterfeit Church hath their Father the Popes Brand in their 
Forehead and Hand, and known to. be Thieves and Robbers of 
Chriſt ; Look on their Brand, People, and lcok upon Chrifts 
Church, and ſee the Fathers Mark in their Forebead, the White 
Stone, how it gliſters in the People Chriſt is Head of, Praying 
| ro 
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to Angele, was forbidden by the Angel: But the Pope he has 
thrown avay this Command, and prayes to Angels: For Fobs 
in the Revelations was forbidden, but was Commanded to wor- 
ſhip God, Soit's clear, They that worſhip Angels do not wor 
ſhip God, not hold Chrilt to be the Head of the Church, ' And 
Matih, 12,21. InChriſts Name ſhall the Gentiles truft. So their 
truſt isin the Name of Jeſus, whois Head of the Church ; and 
not the Pope the Head : For Chriſt enlightens the Gentiles, 
and through this Light they ſee Jeſus, through which Light they 
truſt io his Name; and that Repentance,-end Remiſſion of Sing 
ſhould bs preached among all Nations in the Name of Jeſus. 
Aad ſo Repentance and Remiſſion of Sins is not preached in the 
Name of the Pope among all Nations, nor in the Name MNe- 
ſuires, nor Prieſts, nor Friars, for they cannot remit fins ; For 
they (ay, They have not the ſame Power and Holy Ghoſt that the 
Apoſtles had ; For he that remits fins, ſaves; And there is no 
Salvation under Heaven by any other Name than the Name of 
Jeſus; And ſo the Belief was in the Name of Jeſus: Andſa' 
the Pope, who came in his ovn Name, the Papiſis have re- 
ceived, and made him their Head ; Bur Chriſt came in his Fa- 
thers Name, whois the Head of the Church, and him you Papiſts 
have not received to be your Head, and ſo have not Life through 
his Name ; and ſo you having not Faith in the Name of Chriſt 
to be your Head, you ar2 not made whole, but lye in ſpiritual 
fickneſles and fins. And Jobs in his firſt Epifte, chap.2. ver(.12, © 
ſtith to taem, Your ſins are forgiven for bis Names hos and be 
it ts that blots ont all your ſins and tranſgreſſtons : And therefore ſor 
Chriſts Names ſake, who is the Head of his Church, are his 
Saints hated ; and all the Members of bis Church that are ga- 
thered together in his Name, and he is Head of them, and is a- 
mong them, And therefore the Papiſts and Pope are not gather. 
ed in Chrifts Name it 1s clear, for they have ſet up another Head 
than Chriſt, neither is Chriſt amongſt them; And what any one 
wastoask, it was to be in Chriſts Name ; if they ask'd of the 
Father, it was to be in Chrilts Name. See Fohn 14. 14, & 15, 
16, Te ſhall a in my Name, (aith Chiiſt: But ſayes the Pope, 
the falſe Head of the falſe Church, You muſt ask in the Saints 
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Name, and Marie: Name, and bs Avgels Name; which is a< 
nother Do@rine and Goſpel than the Apoſtles and Chriſt Prea- 
ched,and fo accurſed : And weare not aſhamed of Chriſts Name, 
who is our Head; but are aſhamed of your Head, And as for 
your Praying to the Dead, and praying for the Dead, it is con. 
wary to the Scriptures, and the practiſes of all the holy Men, 
And as for your asking Counſel of the Dead, it is like unto Saul 
going unto the Witch, and asking Counſel of the Dead ; which 
Witch may raiſe a Devil inftead of a Saint: And all you that 
ask Counſel at the Dead, are ſuch as the Lord hath departed from, 
as you may ſee, 2 Sam.28, and in Dewt.14. They were to make 
20 baldneſs betwixt their Eyes for the Dead. The Command of 
the Lord was, They ſhould not make any cutting in the fleſh 
for the Dead ; nor print any mark upon them. Exzck,24.15,17. 
The Word of the Lord came unto me, ſaying ; Forbear to cry, makg 
wo mouruing for the Dead, And ſee what a counterfeit Howling 
you Papilts make for the Dead. And ſee (Fer. 22. 10, ) your 
condition there againſt your Howling.

LL you that call your ſelves Chriſtians, who have been 

ſo angry, Independants and Presbyterians, wie havenot 

forgot your anger, and malice, and others, againk the 
Quakers, who were moved of rhe Lord God (the Spirit 

having conltrained them,and his Power)to cry again Drunkarde, 
Swvearers, Curſers, Fighters,Cheaters, Covzeners, Bawdy-houſes, 
Whore-houſes, and your Pleaſures, Games, and Sports, which 
you keep on your Idle Dayes to diſhoncur God, which are more 
like the Families of Sodows, Babylon, and Egpr, than Chiiltians : 
And becauſe we have cricd againſt ſuch things in yours Streets and 
Markets, and againſ your Prieſts, which »re the Hireliogs, which 
the Prophets and Chriſt cried againſt. You have bzen in a rage, 
and Impriſoned and Perſecuted us ; and (aid, We wade Twmalrs : 
And when we bid you Repent, you called us Papiſt: ; and thus 
you branded us for crying agaivit your wickedn<:s in Streets, 
High-wayes, and Markets, which ſhews what Spirits you 212 of, 
that could not bear that Wick: dneſs (ho:i1d ve cried again; and 
then you have branded us as being againiF Magiſtrates : Now is 
not the Magiſtrates Sword to take hole vpor ihe Cncighriocus ? 
Ws not the Lav made for fuch ? And 1s nor the iigacr Power, 
that the Soul muſt be ſubjeR to, above all Wickedneſs, Syearers,, 
Cuilers,

Curfſers, Adulterers, Cheaters, Lyars ; are not ſuch aRions aRed 
in the lower Power? And is not the higher Power above all ſach 
to which the Soul muſt be ſubjeRt > and be that reſiſts it, reſiſts the 
Ordinance of God 2 Now, they that ſeek to bring People out, and 
from under all theſe groſs evils, as before mentioned, do they not 
eaſe the Magiſtrates, and belp the Magiſtrates, and are one with 
the Magiſtrates that be true Magiſtrates, that he ſhould not have 
ſo much cumber to bring People from that which his Sword is a= 

aint > And bere, are we not one with the Law which was added 
Female of tranſgreſſion, one with that holy Lai which brings 
People from under unholineſs,one with that jult Law which brings 
People from injuſtice, and one With the good and nghteous Law 
that brings People from under that which is unrighteous and bad? 
So is it not clear here, That we are one With, and own Magiſtracy, 
that is a praiſe to them that do well ; the Law was not made for 
the righteous but finners and tranſgreflors, &c. For they that live 
juſtly, ſoberly, righteouſly, and holy, are one with the Law that 
is juſt and holy, and one with the true Magiſiracy, and the higher 
Power ; And they that are againſt, and denies the Magiſtrates, 
and the Law, and the higher Power, are the Drunkards, Fornica- 
tors, Adulterers, Theeves, Curſers, Sweaters, ſuch as folloiy 
Pleaſures, and live wantonly upon the Earth, and kill the Juſt in 
themſelves, and cannot own the Juſt Law of God,nor the Higher 
Power, but they are in the lower power of Wickedneſs, and the 
Higher Power of God is aboveit: And (o there are no people 
upon the Earth that are one with true Magiſtracy and the Higher 
Power, and with Juſtice and Equity, but ſuch as walk in Righte-= 


ouſneſs, Holineſs, Juſtice and Equity,
